This bulletin is 
for the week ending October 
eeni Department Activities: 

The Street Department is 
still busy patching holes, haul- 
ing rock, filling in and regrad- 
ing streets that suffered däm- 
age from water during the 
storm in September. Commi 
sioner Harold Rabin, who is 
Chairman of the Street Depart- 
ment, takes credit along with 
the other City Commissioners 
for the purchase of a Road 
Grader and a Bulldozer. The 
Grader is a heavy typ¢ machine 
made by the Austin-Western 
Company called an H-99, which 
will do just about everything 
but talk, and the Bulldozer is 
a Caterpillar, No. 112; both ma- 
chines having been purchased 
after competitive’ bids had been 
considered. Mr. C. T, Penning- 
ton, has been named the City 
Superintendant and will have 
charge of the City Garage which 
is now open, Mr. E. C. Cowart 
s the new. mechanice and ma- 
chinery maintenance man. 

City Inspector's Office 

City Inspector, N. B. Willis, 
has completed a canvas of 
stores using Trade or Punch 
Boards and has tax stamped all 
boards on hand, notifying each 
operator that it will-be the vio- 
lation of City Ordinance to pur- 
chase boards from any distrib- 
utor in the future that does 
not have the distributor's stamp 
thereon, and that this Ordin- 
ance will be rigidly enforced. 

The Inspector has been do- 
ing right well in collecting de- 
linquent Occupational Licenses 
and closed one repair garage 
and junk shop combined ‘for 
failure to procure a Licesnse. 
Building Permits have shown a 
slight decrease but is expected 
to step up now that the season 
is here.

Negro Trucker Is

The special coroner's jury 
which met to investigate the 
death of John L. Olsen, which 
occured on South Main Street, 
on October 14th, in Justice Geo. 
Tedder’s Court, returned a ver- 
dict of unavoidable accident, 
and released Jacob McCormick, 
the negro driver of the Arthur 
Wells plantation truck. 

It was held that sun in M 
Cormick’s eyes had made it im- 
possible for him to see Olsen, 
who stood along the highw: 
At the hospital it was found 
that the rear wheel of the Well’s 
truck had passed over the cen- 
ter of Olson's body inducing in- 
terior injuries which caused 
death. 

After reaching the hospi 
Olsen was able to talk, and he 
stated that he was a mechanic 
and had come south to secure 
work, but had not found any, 
and while not stating so di- 
rect, intimated he belonged to 
a prominent family in Brook- 
lyn but had left owing to es- 
trangement.

Senators George Malone of 
Nevada and Spessard Holland 
of Florida with Congressmen 
Rogers, Smathers and Peterson, 
listeried to reports of flood da- 
mage to Okeechobee Highlands 
and Glades counties Saturday, 
after enjoying a tasty steak 
Hunch prepared and served by 
Sebring at the airfield. 

Governor Caldwell arrived 
during the luncheon from a pre- 
viously arranged engagement 
Ft. Myers, and accompanied 
the cavalcade on an inspection 
tour of flooded pastures and 
fields in three counties. 

Before the C-47 landed in 
Sebring at about 12:30 the 
Senators together with, Wash- 
ington and other associates of 
the Engineers and the- National 
Congress, had flown over south 
Florida from Key Largo up to 
and thru the Glades, with La- 
mar Johnson and Dewey Hils- 
abeck pointing out the key 
points of interest from a flood 
control viewpoint. 

When the local boys had fin- 
ished their stories of flood dam- 
age, Senator Malone éompared 
arid Nevada to the water con- 
ditions of South Florida, even 
hinting that the cattle and hors- 
es of his state would be baffled 
by the water on the ground. 

The Senator outlined just 
how great reclamation and con- 
servation projects are set up 
and appropiated for in the Na- 
tional Congress, and told his
